Blaze Devastates 
Area Above Region 
Burned O ut Before 


A pproxim ately 
350 trees 
in ­ 
cluding some of the stately palm s 
growing in upper Palm canyon 
were 
destroyed 
by 
fire 
last 
weekend. 
According to the state forestry 
fire departm ent at Beaumont the 
fire was ignited by lightning and 
was first discovered at 3:30 p.m. 
The blaze was extinguished fi­ 
nally som etime Monday afternoon 
and at 4 p.m. of that day the 
firefighters departed. 


MANY FIGHT BLAZE 


The firefighting crews consisted 
of ten Indians from the Morongo 
Valley reservation, two from the 
reservation here and three from 
San Jacinto. These were in ad­ 
dition to the assistance given by 
the C athedral City county fire 
departm ent and 
the Beaum ont 
state fire departm ent. Portable 
fire fighting equipm ent had to 
be used because the fire truck 
could 
not reach the im m ediate 
scene of the blaze w hich was 
one-half mile 
above the 
near 
road. 
Beaum ont firefighters reported 
that 
the 
blaze in the canyon 
turned that area into a veritable 
furnace. 


ABOVE OTHER FIRE 
L ast Sunday’s fire was about 
a m ile higher than the disastrous 
blaze of 1939. T hat fire sw ept up 
the bench and destroyed build­ 
ings there and valuable souvenir 
stock besides scores of beautiful 
palms. Last w eek-end’s blaze was 
farther up the canyon and not 
on Indian land. 
The trees burned in the blaze 
of 1939 have all resumed their 
form er beauty and it is expected 
the 350 trees sw ept by last w eek­ 
ends’ blaze w ill also come back.

The pictures he took here are 
some of the m ost scenic of the 
whole trip. Far across the lake 
we could see a big mass of w hite 
geese sw im m ing offshore. 
DIFFERENT TRIP 
Continuing on south, we next 
approached Mormon lake. It had 
been a t least six years since I 
had last been here, and how well 
I recalled that trip, at night with 
the rain pouring down, the roads 
slippery and dangerous, thunder 
c r a s h i n g overhead, lightning 
flashes lighting up the drenched 
forest around you, and over all 
the heavy arom atic odor of the 
pine forest. Today, w eather con­ 
ditions were quite the contrary. 
A breeze had sprung up, how ­ 
ever, and so ruffled the w ater’s 
surface as to m ake any further 
pictures with reflections im pos­ 
sible. 
We drove on around the south­ 
ern end of Mormon lake and 
half w ay up the w estern side, 
where another little-used road 
branched off due west. This route 
should take us to the top of 
Schnebly hill . . . we hoped. 
Mile after mile of rough u n trav ­ 
eled d irt road w e traversed, and 
never a single signpost. We began 
to get worried. W nat if we ttad 
1 taken the w rong turn? W here 
would we end up? 
boon the roaa oranched. Hesi- 
! tat mg a few m inutes, we linaiiy 
1 deciuect on the lett tork, ana 
uounced aow n it for several more 
miles. T hen we came out onto a 
clearing, at the opposite cage oi 
which w as a lum oer mill. Again 
the road forked. Here we de­ 
bated more. Jack w anted to take 
the left one, but I opposed, since 
it lea oft straight south, away 
trom our goal. The one to the 
right, going on to the sawmill, 
seem ea the more likely to me. A 
flip of a coin and we did go 
jo aJinbui o; suidoq ‘tq a u oqi o} 
fu rth er directions at the mill. 
NO SIGN OF LIFE 
There was an eerie silence as 
we 
approached 
the 
buildings 
ahead, all of the usual sounas you 
associate with such a busy place 
w ere oddly absent. Nor was there 
a sign of life 
anyw here. 
We 
drove by the outlying cabins, and 
hollered. No one answ ered. From 
far off came the low discordant 
cries of a blue-jay. All else was 
quiet. The builaings w ere either 
padlocked or their doors agape, 
the room s in view w ithin em pty 
and 
dust-covered. 
We 
circled 
around by the big building which 
housed the saws. Still not a liv­ 
ing soul. A flat-car stood by the 
railroad tracks, overturned on its 
edge, its cargo of big 6”x6" fresh 
pine planks dum ped into a pile 
w here 
they had 
tum bled. 
An 
upset, em pty garbage-can stood 
by the m ess hall, beside the door 
of w hich hung a m ute triangle 
of iron. Again w e hallooed, and 
again no reply. Only the wind 
sighing th ru the pines overhead. 
W hat a deserted, w eird place this 
was, and in broad daylight. I 
was thankful we w eren’t there 
after dark. 
Just across the railroad, an ­ 
other road continued due west, 
so we selected it and once more 
w ere on our way. Six more miles 
and we came out on a w ide flat, 
cultivated in grain. A sign here, 
the first in the entire stretch, 
notified us th at we w e r e in 
Munds Park. N earby we passed a 
rustic farm w ith a picturesque 
corral and barn, and as usual, we 
could not pass it by w ithout a 
picture. 
ON RIGHT ROAD 
A nother sign here said Schen- 
bly Hill, straight ahead, so we 
knew w e were on the right road 
at last. Soon w e arrived at a 
s m a l l lake and 
a cluster of 
boarded-up cabins and a huge 
lodge, over w hich was a 
big 
sign: Foxboro Farm s. Again deso­ 
lation was dom inant in this area, 
so we d idn't stop. 
A few miles fu rth er on we 
rounded a curve, coming out on 
the very edge of Schnebly Hill. 
The view was breath-taking, for 
far below us, to the west, lay 
Oak Creek canyon, w ith the m ain

highway a mere black line from 
this height. Beyond w ere the row 
of red m onum ents we had seen 
from the hill the day before.

Statistics From Telephone Company 
Office Reveal Startling Facts About 
Growth of Village, Summer and Winter 


A telephone m an’s 
view of 
present day Palm Springs shows 
up some things a bird can’t see, 
according to Bill Nash, telephone 
company manager. 
Ol course, Nash said, anyone, 
man or bnu, can see with halt 
an eye that Palm Springs is grow­ 
ing more than apace, is annexing 
huge chunks of desert and push­ 
ing m ultitudes of new roois into 
the sim m ering air. Stand on any 
street corner with one eye closed 
and you’ll see the 
fram es of 
buildings rising. Cook an ear and 
you'll hear the clank of ham ­ 
mers, the w hirr of cem ent mixers 
and the growl of bull dozers 
shoving dirt all over the place. 
FAR FROM DORMANT 
This excited hum of building 
activity is, however, only a recent 
developm ent. Things w ere quiet 
in a building way the past few 
years, but during that quiet period 
between 
194U 
and 
1946 
Palm 
Springs citizens w ere far from 
dorm ant. Each year show ed a sky­ 
rocketing 
increase 
of 
activity 
among the residents 
and this 
intensification of action can be 
clearly seen through the lens of 
telephone statistics, Nash said. 
In F ebruary 1945, for example, 
there w ere 21 3/4 per cent more 
telephone stations in use in Palm 
Springs than in February, 1940, 
while the average m onthly toll 
calls increased over 170 per cent. 
This enorm ous gain in num bers 
of conversations m ust be cred­ 
ited prim arily in 1945 to Gov­ 
ernm ent activity, but in 1946, 
when civilians were back in force 
again, the figures are even more 
startling. The num ber of tele­ 
phone stations in use in Febru­ 
ary 1946 was only 12/ per cent 
greater than in F ebruary 1940, 
but the average m onthly toll calls 
gained nearly 300 per cent. The 
use of telephones continues to 
expend in this city of open sky, 
indicating a widening of inter­ 
ests and an increase and diver­ 
sification of activities w hich are 
creating more and m ore reasons 
why people find it necessary to 
talk w ith one another. 
NO GHOST TOWN 
And another telephone statis­ 
tic, a June figure, verifies what 
everybody already know s—that 


Palm Springs is no longer a sum­ 
m er ghost tow n—in June this 
year there w ere 173 per cent more 
telephones in use than there were 
in June 1940. The sum total of 
all the figures quoted add up to 
another 
im portant 
fact, 
Nash 
said, that telephone operators are 
just about the busiest girls in 
town. 
“That Palm Springs will con­ 
tinue to grow year after year, 
sum m er and w inter, is a reason­ 
able prediction. We are awake," 
Nash said, “to the inescapable fact 
htat this w hite city, sprawling at 
the feet of old San Jacinto, is 
the country’s most popular spot 
in the sun; and are prepared, or 
will be w hen the m anufacturers 
of equipm ent deliver materials 
and supplies, to take care of the 
coming season's increased tele­ 
phone requirem ents.”

History of the Game of Bridge Told 
By Expert in Interesting Article 


Eight out of Ten Readers Read Classified A ds 


(A nne 
Vaughn, 
visitor 
in 
Palm Springs, tells in this first 
of a series of articles, the h is­ 
tory of the card gam e o f bridge, 
interest in w hich is being re­ 
vived internationally.) 


The game of poker is a solo 
game. 
It requires both science 
and luck, but its chief charm is 
bluff. 
Contract bridge is based 
on science and luck only, and is 
essentially a partnership game. 
It is probably the highest form 
of team ship, m ental recreation. 
In 1120 A.D., the Chinese in­ 
vented the game, which m ight be 
labeled the A dam of th e W hist 
fam ily, and the ancestor of p res­ 
ent day contract bridge. It be­ 
cam e 
very 
popular, 
and 
w as 
picked up by the nom ads and 
gypsies, it seeped into the M id­ 
dle East. The keen m inds of the 
A rabs and the Saracens adopted 
it w ith certain modifications, and 
in th e ir turn introduced it into 
N orthern Africa, and Southern 
Europe. As this was before the 
invention of printing, the cards 
were painted, and w ere highly 
ornam ental. 
For m any years, four of the 
fifty-tw o cards were not used in 
play. A t one tim e, the four deuces 
w ere discarded; at another tim e, 
the last four cards dealt w ere used 
as a "kitty". The cards w ere cut 
for trum ps, and the holder of 
the tru n k ace w as entitled to the 
kitty. Honors also varied in d if­ 
ferent periods, and in different 
sections of the world. 
The gam bling feature of the 
game m ust have been highly d e­ 
veloped, for in 1387 Jo h n I of 
C astile put it on the prohibition 
list. 
In C harles I of England's tim e, 
the gam e was so well know n, th at 
its phraseology was used in con­ 
nection w ith politics. 
One w ell 
know n politicial pam phlet w as 
entitled, "Bloody Game of C ards”. 
The French originated the de­ 
signs on our present day honor 
cards. It w»as during th eir period 
of extrem e class consciousness. 
The four face cards were supposed 
to sym bolize th e four estates of 
man. The significance is p rim ar­ 
ily based on the words, and play 
of w ords, of th eir own language, 
and is not pertinent here. H ow ­ 
ever, it is interesting to know 
their connection. H earts represent 
the ecclesiastical class, spades th e 
nobility, diam onds the m erchant 
class, and clubs the peasantry. 
The W hist fam ily branch Tree 
of C ards will be dealt w ith later.

First California 


Newspaper Issued 


Just Century Ago 


The first issue of The Palm 
Springs D esert Sun came out on 
a very hot day in August, 1927. 
But the first issue of any new s­ 
paper 
published 
in 
California 
came out on another very hot 
day, August 15, 184(1, just 100 
years ago yesterday, the Mon­ 
terey Californian, at M onterey. 
Today there are 577 daily and 
w eekly new spapers in the state. 
T he story of the founding of 
the M onterey Californian is in­ 
teresting. 
The A m erican flag, had been 
raised in M onterey by Commo­ 
dore Sloat on July 7, 184(1, and 
after the proclam ation had been 
read, 
it 
becam e 
Commadore 
Sloat’s responsibility to appoint 
a mayor. He looked over the 
Am ericans who w ere present and 
selected W alter Colton, chaplain 
of th e USS Congress w hich had 
brought the A m ericans to Mon­ 
terey a short tim e before. 


VIA THE PRESS 


Colton decided the best way 
to m ake the various proclam a­ 
tions, laws, and orders, as w ell as 
the news of the day was via a 
newspaper. 
He made a partner of Dr. Rob­ 
ert Semple, who in addition to 
being a doctor, lawyer, and den­ 
tist was an accom plished type­ 
setter, editor and pressman. They 
uncovered a broken down press 
brought to California 12 years be­ 
fore by Thomas Shaw, a Boston 
m erchant, and odds and ends of 
type faces. 
The first issue of four pages, 
11 3/4 by 10 1/4 inches had two 
colum n pages and was printed 
on cigarette paper. Its home was 
the second floor of the Custom s 
House. 


CONTENTS OF PAPER 


In addition to the “prospectus" 
in the first colum n, the rest of 
the front page was devoted to 
Commodore S loat’s proclam ation 
read a month before, and the 
second page contained Spanish 
translations of the more im portant 
items carried in the new spaper. 
The rest of the first edition con­ 
tained "late new s” in the form 
of clippings from a New York 
H erald three m onths old, and 
several local items. There w-as 
one advertisem ent by an en ter­ 
prising American lad who of­ 
fered his services as an in ter­ 
preter. 
Subscription rates announced in 
the first issue was $5 a year or 
\ 2 U¿ cents a copy. 


Wise Forsight of 


Village Pioneers 


Praised by Samson 


(The follow ing bit of history 
w as w ritten by H erbert S a m ­ 
son who came to Palm Springs 
in 1928, alm ost 20 years ago.) 


History should n ev er be a dry 
subject, 
particularly 
when 
th e 
history deals w ith our own com ­ 
m unity and w ith people we know 
or have known. Because our ow n 
Palm Springs seems to have been 
influenced 
by 
"personalities” 
m ore so than other cities w hich 
have suffered from influence of 
"industries” and “big business.” 
L et’s look back a few' years at 
people who have played a p a rt 
in the growth of Palm Springs. 


Much has been w ritten and 
properly so of the part played 
by Mrs. Nellie Coffm an in this 
grow th. H er m antle of public 
spirit is being ably worn by her 
son Earl Coffman, sparkplus of 
the Tram way, which is the open 
door to a G reater Palm Springs. 
A neighboring hotel of the D esert 
Inn, the “Oasis" w ill long be re ­ 
membered by friends of the late 
H obart G arlick and Isabel G ar- 
liek. Hobart G arlick was a m an, 
generous like his neighbors th e 
Coffmans, alw ays ready to help a 
needy person, and contribute of 
his time and money for the good 
of his village. 


The name of P. T. Stevens is 
th e 
name 
of 
a 
pioneer. 
The 
Frances Stevens gram m ar school 
is named in m em ory of his w ife, 
Stevens Road is nam ed for the 
m an. Perhaps his greatest m onu­ 
m ent is the W hitew ater M utual 
W ater company, w ithout w hich 
the fine residential gardens in 
N orth Palm Springs would n o t 
have been possible. Influential in 
the creating of El M irador hotel, 
and many line subdivisions, his 
pioneering work is being carried 
on by his daughter, Sallie Stevens 
Nichols and her husband, C ulver 
Nichols. 
The mem ory of Dr. J. J. K ocher 
w ill he treasured by his m any 
friends. The first physician to es­ 
tablish a practice in Palm Springs 
lie retired after m any years to 
become a successful subdivider, 
realtor. He was the builder of 
one of the first fine homes in 
the "north end" of Palm Springs, 
now 
the 
residence 
of H arold 
Lloyd. He was one of the found­ 
ers 
of 
the 
original 
"A llcine’s 
Library," the fore-runner of our 
present fine library. When you 
see 
the Parkinsonia and P alo 
Verde trees in bloom in th e 
springtim e on both sides of P alm 
Canyon Drive, rem em ber that Dr. 
K ocher was responsible for th e 
planting of them, through th e 
cham ber of comm erce of w hich 
he was so long a leader. 
A lvah Hicks was a close friend 
of those nam ed above and a d e ­ 
cisive factor in the grow th of 
our village until his death at a 
com paratively early age. He w as 
responsible for the developm ent 
of our domestic w ater system . 
He and Dr. Kocher set high stan d ­ 
ards in their subdivisions, arch i­ 
tecturally and otherwise, a p a t­ 
tern 
which 
future subdividers 
could follow to th e benefit of 
the town. An autstanding suc­ 
cess as a builder, subdivider and 
business man, Alvah Hicks’ w ork 
is being carried on by his tw o 
sons, Harold of the Palm Springs 
W ater Co., and Milton, of th e 
Palm Springs B uilders' Supply.

Its charm in winter is 
such as to challenge the attention 
of travelers, who, having sought 
the most attractive places in the 
lanes of travel, are accustomed 
to come to Palm Springs, here to 
find the place of rest for mind 
and body. 
“Today the expansion of Palm

The immense hotel program is 
going over the top and nothing 
short of a million dollars in im­ 
provements will be recorded for 
this village, this year.

“The Desert Sun appears today, 
in its initial form in order that 
the paper may become well estab­ 
lished by the beginning of the 
tourist season.

Palm Springs slopped breathing expansion during the four years 
of World War II and now it is trying desperately to burst its seams. 
Nevertheless, like most cities and villages it made its contribution 
to the victory with a good strong heart and not without casualties. 


Many of its young men wcnt^> 
fi 
forth from here to don the uni­ 
form of this country’s 
fighting 
forces. Some of them did not re ­ 
turn. Those young men who have 
returned are back at their old 
jobs, or have either gone into 
business or off to school. 
And those too old to go or 
otherwise

from

service, did their stint at home, 
furnishing the sinews of war in 
bonds. Red Cross material and 
guarding the home front. 


CARES FOR WOUNDED 
Among the business houses that 
fell a casualty to the war effort 
was the El Mirador Hotel, born 
in great splendor almost 20 years 
ago. It became the Torney Gen­ 
eral Hospital where thousands of 
our sick and wounded were re­ 
stored to good health. The La Paz 
and several smaller hotels were 
taken over by Uncle Sam to 
house his war workers who toiled 
at either the Torney General or 
nffv the Army Air Base. 
¿ • l o w both Torney General and 
Tne Air Base have been abandon­ 
ed by the government. At the 
air field thousands of young men 
learned how to fly the military 
airlanes of the world. It was the 
duty of these airmen to fly these 
ships from here to the four cor­ 


ners of the globe where Uncle 
Sam’s nephews were fighting and 
dying. 
These 
airplanes 
w e r e 
either delivered to fighting pilots 
or the huge cargo ships that flew 
from here, delivered into their 
hands the wherewithal to con­ 
tinue the fight until victory was 
won. 


TO REVERT BACK 
Soon the property of the Tor­ 
ney General Hospital will revert 
to either private parties or to the 
city, to be converted into a civic 
center. The airport will, in the 
opinion of many, revert back to 
the city which in turn will lease 
it to some private individual or 
corporation to be operated as a 
municipal a i r p o r t for Palm 
Springs.

W ith th e end of W orld W ar II 
the grow th of Palm Springs d u r­ 
ing the ensuing ten years has 
been m ore than phenom enal. 
The business section of the city 
since 1946 has spread solidly al­ 
most, to the very edge of the road 
that w inds up tow ard the tak e­ 
off point of the tram w ay cars for 
Mt. San Jacinto. 
South, beautiful hom es can be 
seen one after the other alm ost 
all the w ay to La Q uinta. Rancho 
Mirage 
and 
Palm 
Village has 
blossomed out like a desert flower 
after a refreshing rain. 
The roadw ay has been w idened 
to accom modate the heavy tra f­ 
fic to and from the business sec­ 
tion of Palm Springs. At night 
there is a glittering flow of auto­ 
mobile lights as they come glid­ 
ing 
into 
the 
city. 
The 
show 
houses, night clubs and cafes are 
dJIfe' a brisk business. This sea­ 
: ^^yw ill by far overshadow any 


other season In the history of 
Palm Springs. 


LURE OF PARK 
A never-ending attraction for 
visitors from all over the country 
is the San Jacinto W inter Park 
Tram w ay. Although many winter 
sports enthusiasts find the Long 
Valley som ething “out of this 
w orld” for skiing and other ath­ 
letics, m any tourists, w inter resi­ 
dents, and all-year-around Vil­ 
lagers find the park at the top of 
Mt. San Jacinto a lure they are 
unable to resist. 
D uring the days just before 
Christm as and on that day itself, 
m any easterners made the trip to 
the 
w inter park 
to 
satisfy a 
nostalgic yearning for snow at 
that tim e of the year—a white 
Christm as.

The 
flight from New York City to 
Palm Springs has been reduced to 
five hours and 
easterners who 
several years ago went to Florida 
now find it an easy “hop” to this 
city.

Village th a t it was, J. Smeaton Chase, 
in the second chapter of his book "Our Araby" cries

the telephone, the race for im p ro v e m e n ts , rural free delivery, elec­ 
tric light and cement sidewalks. The book was written in 1923! 


His words are still echoed to­ 
day by many of the old timers 
here, but seemingly in vain. In 
addition to concrete 
sidewalks. 
Palm 
Springs boasts 
of paved 
streets and its own telephone ex­ 
change which w ill soon be en­ 
larged. 
Electric lights? The California 
Electric Power company is strain­ 
ing every sinew to give that serv­ 
ice to more and more homes and 
places of business and August 6, 
William E. Alworth was in Riv­ 
erside seeking more financial as­ 
sistance from the state to repair 
and improve existing streets and 
highways.

"A PRETTY WORD" 


The following is an excerpt 
from the second chapter called 
"The Village” in Chase's book, 
“Our Araby.” Permission to re­ 
print was granted by Mrs. J. S 
Chase. 
“Village 
is 
a 
pretty 
word, 
though ambitious settlements art 
keen to disclaim the implied rus­ 
ticity and to graduate into the 
rank 
of 
town 
or 
city. 
Palm 
Springs has no such aims, and 
is well content to remain far down 
the list in census returns. We 
decline to take part in the race 
for improvements, and are (so 
feel, anyway) wise enough to 
Vw when we arc w ell off. Rural 
_ r D eliven 
we prefer the daily gathering at 
the store at mail-time, Indians 
and whites together, where w t 
can count on catching Miguel or 
Romualda if we wish to hire a 
pony or get the washing done. 
Electric lights are here for those 
who like them: yet to some of 
us nothing seems so homelike 
for the dinner table as shaded 
candles, or for fireside reading a 
good heroscne lamp; while if we 
want to call on a neighbor after 
dark, we find that a lantern sheds 
light where you need it instead 
of illuminating mainly the uppei 
air. 
NO PHONE NASSLE 


"Telephones? No, thanks: we 
ire here to possess our souls and 
“ 
all day in the open. lb 
w e do that it anybod 
,-eiybody 
who so wishes can 
erk us back with a telephone- 
vire as if we were parrots tieci 
o a perch with a string? Cement 
idewalks would be to us a calatn- 
ty: it may be dusty, but dust 
s natural and w e prefer it. Aftei 
11, the pepper, or cottonwood- 
haded streets of our ‘Garden of 
he Sun’ are really only country 
unes and who wants a country 
ane cemented? In fact, a little 
nistake was made when they 
/ere named. Cottonwood Row 
zould have been better than In- 
lian Avenue, and Hot Springs 
.une 
than 
the 
commonplace 
ipring street.” 
Chase continues more poetic 


than ever when he describes a 
visit to the hot springs: 
“The Hot Spring is the out­ 
standing natural feature of our 
village, though not so natural as 
when one took one's bath in the 
rickety cabin which antedated the 
present 
solid 
little 
bathhouse. 
However, the spring itself is as 
natural no doubt, as any time in 
this five or fifty thousand years: 
and you may get as weird a sen­ 
sation in the wards, as bygone 
generations of Cahuillas have en­ 
joyed. 


WITHOUT RISK 


“The water, which is just com­ 
fortably hot and contains min­ 
eral elements which render it 
remarkably curative, comes up 
mingled with quantities of very 
fine sand. You may bask in the 
clear water on the surface or the 
pool, or, it you want all the fun 
you can get lor your money, you 
may lower yourself into the very 
mouth of tne spring where the 
mixture comes gurgling up. This 
will 
yield 
you 
(especially 
at 
night and by candlelight) a novel 
and somewhat shuddcry exper­ 
ience, though one absolutely w ith­ 
out risk; and qou will come forth 
with a sense ol fitness and fine­ 
ness all over, to which only a 
patent 
medicine 
advertisement 
writer of high attainments, could 
possibly do justice. 
"I for one," Chase continued, 
“would not wish for better neigh­ 
bors than our Indians: I should 
be pleased, indeed, to feel sure 
that they could say as much for 
us." 
VARIABLE POPULATION 


"The white populations,” wrote 
Chase back m 1920, “is variable. 
In winter and spring, when the 
‘standing room only’ sign hangs 
out, there may be a total of 
three hundred or more residents 
and 
visitors 
(the 
latter much 
more 
numerous): 
in 
the 
hot 
months residents may number a 
uozen or two and visitors there 
•are none. In the desert phrase, 
the white have ’gone inside.’ (i.e., 
to the coast an odd turn of speech 
but one quite appropriate to the 
point of view to the man of big 
spaces—‘inside’ where one is shut 
in and boxed up. You will un­ 
derstand when you have lived a 
little while in Our Araby.” 
BITS OF HISTORY 
In Chase’s chapter five, "Some 
Bits of History" he wrote: 
• For Palm Springs, the 'mists 
of antiquity’ begin no farther 
back than seventy years or so 
ago. It may be taken for granted 
that redmen have lived about 
the warm spring for a very long 
period, 
though 
there 
are 
no 
archaelogical proofs of the fact. 
If asked for the earliest event in 
our annals, w e can only point 
doubtfully, to the digging by In-

dians or the original Tahquilz 
ditch, as to the date of which 
Big Bill Pablo tells me ‘No one 
knov. s—maybe 
hundred 
years, 
maybe more, w hen the priests at 
the Missions taught the Indian 
people about how to grow things. 
(The present stone and cement 
ditch and pipeline was built by 
the Indian Irrigation Service in 
1911 as an improvement on the 
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uncemented rich ditch had been 
in use for many years previously. 
“The time of the coming of the 
first white man is doubtful, too. 
It may. have been as far back as 
177 !. when Captain Juan Bautista 
Anza led the first overland ex­ 
pedition from Sonora to the coast;

HOT UNTIL 1953 


It was not until 1953 that Palm 
Springs becomes definitely ‘of 
record.’ In that year a govern­ 
ment survey party under Lieu­ 
tenant Williamson, having come 
over the San Gorgonio Pass, re­ 
ported arriving at ‘two large 
springs of water rising in the 
bare plain not far from the moun­ 
tain. One of these springs was 
warm and forms a pool nearly 
thirty feet in diameter and three 
feet deep. The cold spring is not 
quite so large, and is only ten 
feet distant from the other.’ 
“Twenty years later a defniite 
link with the world was made 
when our oasis under its Spanish 
name of Agua Caliente, became 
a station on the stage-line which, 
crossing the Colorado River at 
Ehrenberg, followed approximate­ 
ly the present route for road 
travel by the way of Mecca and 
Blythe. The little adobe building 
on our main street, facing the 
grounds of the Desert Inn, is 
dubiously reported to be a relic 
of the old stage depot. 


CERTAIN GROWTH 


In the revised edition of “Our 
Araby” published in 1923 from 
which all of the above history 
was quoted the end of the fifth 
chapter begins indicate that the 
growth of Palm Springs is almost 
a certainty.

roads, a twenty-minute run by 
auto-stage to Whitewater took the 
place oi the tedious two-hour 
drive with horses at walking pace 
to Palm Springs station.

A number 
of pleasant small tent-houses are 
rented by Mrs. L. F. Crocker, and 
these again are supplemented by 
a few other houses of various 
sizes and rates of rental. Inqiries 
regarding quarters, advised Chase, 
would be addressed to the Post­ 
master, who acted in a capacity 
similar to that of Henry Harper, 
secretary 
of 
the Chamber 
of 
Commerce in the year of our Lord 
1946. 


“To conclude,” Chase wrote: 
“We are well served with stores, 
possess a neat church, nomnially 
Presbyterian in which services are 
regularly held (there is also a 
Roman Catholic church on the 
Indian Reservation;) our school 
is creditable; we are furnished 
with the indispensable garage, 
well appointed; and the services 
of an excellent physician are al­ 
ways at our disposal except dur­ 
ing the very hot months of the 
year, when the white population 
is practically nil.”
